What is meant by Radicalism, just now, 


is tho dotbrminr.tion of n kr^ennd increas- 
ing class of loyal people, nerth find south, 
to strike nt tho root of tho rebollion, 
slavery, and remove .it immediately out of 
tho way. This class baa existed over sinco 
tho rebellion commenced. They v»ero gen- 
erally such as recognized tlio iiccessity and 
good policy of Gen, Fremont'a proclama- 
tion of freedom; they wero thoao who 
urged the president to isauo his emancipa- 
tion proclamation, and who sustained him 
in doing so ; and they have been foromoat 
in insisting upon a vigorous and earnest 
prosecution of tho war. 


They have been sneered atnud denounc- 


ed by a class calling themselves "conser- 
vatives," for their ultraism, and have not 
been held in high favor by the administra- 
tion and those who Lavo been waiting six, 
nine, twelve, and twenty-four months,/or 
the " prodigal" (rebel slaveholders) to re- 
turn and eat tho "fatted calf." The radi- 
cals had no faith in these predictions and 
and expectations, and believe that, being a 
rebellion of slaveholders, tho insurrection 
could only bo put down so that it would 
fltay down, by attacking and destroying that 
which is the moving and vivifying cause 
of the rebellion. 


The history of tho war justifies this view. 


The government and people must adopt 
radical ideas before they can succeed ; and 
•we are happy to perceive that public opin- 
ion i« fast veering to this point. 


The army has voted radicalism in Mis" 


ronri tea to one ; the people of Maryland 
are doing thn same; while Tennessee is 
jast ready to adopt tho samo views. It is 
to bo noted by politicians that the Union 
men of tho South are to bo tha most un- 
compromising enemies of slavery in tho 
land, end that the border states will bo 
more radical at tha next presidential elec- 
tion than tho moat abolitioni/.ed district in 
the north. We think the administration 
already perceives this in tho result in Mis- 
souri. 


ELECTION-.—Official returns 


from ths leading counties, and uuollicml 
reports from nearly fill the counties in tho 
state, give Miller G,5:>5 majority. Full re- 
turns will probably increase this majority 
to 7,000. This is i\ gain of :>,000 over last 
yew, but still it does not s'.ow what tho 
Union strength is.

Messrt. Editors : — Mr. Bates says tiat 
tho total amount of unpaid iu.es returned 


to the county, for th» four years from 1854 
to 1857, exclusive of street taxes, was $15,* 
123," now, why did he not state tha whola 
amount, street taxes ana all 7 The conn- 
ty received those street taxes of the city aa 
so mach money on account of her county 
ax, and when abe attempted to collect 
hqpk, ahe could not ; and why ? Because 
of Mb unconstitutional and Illegal acts of 
the'city herself. Now why should not tha t 
county charge them back? They were 
used aa so much money by the city, iu pay- 
ng her indebtedness to the county, and 
thero is no reason in either justice or equity 
why she should not 
make them good. 


Whether the act of paying money by the 


county for those street certificates be un- 
warranted or not, is perfectly immaterial to 
his branch of the bubject. Suppose the 
county had not bought them, what then ? 
iVould she have had the right to charge 
hose illegal taxes back?

man can doubt it, how does the fact of her 
having paid the holders of the certificates 
heir just dues invalidate or destroy that 
right?

I deny that the city treasurer is under 


obligation to tako any of those certificates, 
except for taxes in their specific case, fend 
after tho tax is collected no holder of auch 
certificates can compel him to redeem 
them. If any one thinks differently let 
lim present one to the city treasurer and 
jo convinced. 


Tho county is liable and the county only, 


and to her tha holders of these certificates 
look for their money, as tho scores of judg- 
ments against her prove. 


I admit the necessity of going behind the 


settlement of 1858, but it is for the purpose 
of doing justice, and enabling the county 
to get her dues, not to givo tho city an ad- 
vantage, or enable hor to escape from her 
past liiibilitiei. 


Mr. Bates must have meant to be face- 


tious when he said, " I trust no ill-feeling 
will existbetween the city and the county;" 
for he surely knows that a strong feeling 
against this city already exists on the part 
of the people of the county, which is doing 
us much harm, and if the common council 
insist upon this " basis," it will intensify 
this feeling to a degree that will be'preju- 
dicial both to our reputation and tn our in- 
terest.

We are encamped thia Monday, i)th day 


of November, 18G3, on Elk river, two miles 
west of Fayetteville, Tennessee. Since my 
advices to yon of election results on the 3d 
inst., we have been on a continual march, 
nights only excepled, and over the rough 
est mountainous country our land affords. 
We have smashed two wheels of our bat- 
tery wagon and cassion, but think ourselves 
well off to have gotten through with BO lit- 
tle damage. 
Yesterday, Sunday, was oc- 


cupied in ascending and descending a 
mountain in reaching this river, and to day 
we have halted for the purpose of concen- 
trating the several divisions of our adopted 
corps. 
Gen. Ewing is at Fuyotteville, 


three miles in advance, Gen. John E. 
Smith resta here, while Generals Morgan 
Ii. Smith and Osterhaun are bringing up 
the rear. Our march from Chickasaw, Al- 
abama, has been through tho richest coun- 
try that it has been our experience to trav- 
el in, abounding in timber, water, and fer- 
tile farming lauds. Forage for man and 
beast has been in excess of abundance. 
The 12th battery is in splendid fighting 
trim, never better, and we trust that we 
shall add additional honcr to our state and 
ourselves in the engagement that tho im 
mediate future promises to us. Boya all 
well — no exceptions. I remain in moder- 
erate haste,

Ifeasra Sditort:—As we'hare just pass- 


ed through another fiery ordeal, I thought 
a few lines, in regard to the lame would 
be acceptable to jon, and tht friends of 
Go. E, who art the readers of yonr paper. 


We left oar camp Dear Warrenton at 


daylight on the morning of the 7th inst, 
and marched some ttn mile«, when our 
farther progress wai stopped by th* appear- 
ance of rebels and a line of rifle pits, and 
fortifications, behind which tha rebals were 
stationed in some force. 


About aunset oar brigade moved forward, 


and received orders to charge the Torts and 
riflo pita of the enemy, which we did in 
good style, the 6th Maine leading, as skir- 
mishers, and supported in line of battle by 
the 5th Wisconsin, and the rest of onr 
brigade (the 49th and 119th Penn., regi- 
ments,) and by two regiments, (the 5th 
Maine, and 121st New York,) of the 2d 
division. We drove the rebels from their 
strong position, capturing 4 pieces of ar- 
tillery which had been vomiting shot and 
ahell into us aa we advanced ; five caisons, 
eight rebel battle flags, sixteen hundred 
greybacka, and two thousand stand of small 
arms. The enemy were completely routed. 
We drove them into the river, and some 
who escaped our shot, managed to got 
across. Many were shot in crossing. 


The firing continued until long after 


dark. The next morning there were no 
signs of the rebels on this side of the river, 
and about 11 o'clock we crossed, and halt- 
ed about 6 miles from Culpepper Court 
House, where we are in camp, waiting for 
the railroad to be repaired, when I pmume 
we shall move on if the weather permits. 


Color Sergeant C. 0. Harrington, and S. 


F. Smith, who are iu the color guard, and 
who belong to Co. E., planted the colors of 
our regiment on tha rebel fort. The 6th 
Maine planted the colors of their regiment 
on the fort to the left of us. 


The following are the casualties: The 


Gth Maine lost 130 in killed and wounded. 
They lost 13 officers oat of 23. The 6th 
Wisconsin lost 63 killed and wounded. 
Col. Allen wa* wounded on the hand, he 
was at the head of bis regiment until 
wounded. Major Wheeler was severely 
wounded, and when last heard from, was 
failing. Capt Walker, of Co. A. was kill- 
ed. Capt Ordway of Co. D. was killed. 
Lieuta. Hntchinson, of Co. B., and Farwell, 
of Co. K. wera severely wounded. Sergt. 
McDaniel, of Co, E. fell over a stump as 
we were going up double quick, and was 
severely bruised ia the stomach. He is at 
hospital. Sergt. Rayttor, slightly wounded 
with piece of ahell. Corps. Newkirk and 
Weed, both wounded, not dangerously. 
Privates Wm. Stick, Boswell Beach, George 
Montgomery, N. Baker, T. Evans, J. D. 
Dysant, D. Williams, all wounded. The 
four last named are back to the company 
again having baen bat slightly wounded, as 
also, Sergt. Raynor. Private John B. Rus- 
sell, was killed. Total; killed, 1, wounded 
11, in Co. E. 


Perhaps the following congratulatory or- 


der from Gen. Russell, will give you a bet- 
ter idea of our engagement than I can ex- 
press myself.

What is meant by Radicalism, just now, 


is the determination of a large and increas- 
ing class of loyal people, nerth and south,, 
to strike at the- root of the rebellion, 
slavery, and remove .it immediately oat of 
tho way. This class has existed over since 
the rebellion commenced. They were gen- 
erally such as recognized the necessity and 
good policy of Gen. Fremont's proclama- 
tion of freedom; they were those who 
urgsd the president to issue hia emancipa- 
tion proclamation, and who sustained .him 
in doing so ; and they have been foremost 
in insisting • upon a-vigorous, and .earnest 
prosecution of tho war. 


They have been sneered at and denounc- 


ed by a class calling themselves " conser- 
vative's," for their ultraism, and have not 
been held in high favor by the administra- 
tion and those who have been waiting sis, 
cine, twelve, and twenty-four months, /or 
the " prodigal" (rebel slaveholders) to re- 
turn and eat the " fatted calf." The radi- 
cals had no faith in these predictions and 


' and expectations, and believe that, being a 
rebellion of slaveholders, the insurrection 
could only be put down so that it would 
stay dpwu, by attacking and destroying that 
•which is the moving and vivifying cause 
of the rebellion. 


The history of the war justifies this view. 


The government and people must adopt 
radical ideas before they can succeed ; and 
•wo are happy to perceive that public opin- 
ion is fast veering to this point. 


The army has voted radicalism in Mis' 


ronri ten to one; the people of Maryland 
are doing the same; while Tennessee is 
just ready to adopt the same views. It is 
to be noted by politicians that the Union 
men of the South are to bo the most un- 
compromising enemies of slavery in tho 
land, end that the border states will be 
more radical at the nest presidential elec- 
tion than the most abolitionized district in 
the north. We think the administration 
already perceives this in the result in Mis- 


souri.

I deny that-the-city treasurer is under 


obligation to tako auy of those certificates, 
except for taxos ia their specific case, and 
after the tax is collected no holder of such 
certificates can compel him to rofleem 
them. If any one thinks differently let 
hirrcpreaent one to the city treasurer and 
je convinced. 


The county is liable and the county only, 


aud to her the holders of these certificates 
ook for their money, aa the scores of judg- 
ments'against her prove.

We are encamped this Monday, 9th day 


of November, 1863, on Elk river, two miles 
west of Fayetteville, Tennessee. Since my 
advices to yon of election results on the 3d 
inst., we have been on a continual inarch, 
nighta only excepled, and over the rough- 
est mountainous country onr land affords. 
We .have smashed two wheels of our bat- 
tery wagon and cassion, but think ourselves 
well off to have gotten through with so lit- 
tle damage. Yesterday, Sunday,'was oc- 
cupied in ascending and descending a 
mountain in reaching this river, and to-day 
we have halted for the purpose of concen- 
trating the several divisions o' onr adopted 
corps. 
Gen. Ewing ia at Fuyetteville, 


three miles in advance, Gen. John E. 
Smith rests here, while Generals Morgan 
L. Smith and Osterhaus are bringing up 
the rear. Our march from Chickasaw, Al- 
abama, has been through the richest coun- 
trv that it has been our experience to trav- 
el in, abounding in timber, water, and fer- 
tile farming lands. Forage for man and 
beaa; has been in excess of abundance. 
The 12th battery is in splendid fighting 
trim:,'never better, and we trust that we 
shall add additional honor to our state and 
ourselves in the engagement that tho im- 
mediate future promises to ue. Boys all 
well—no exceptions. I remain in moder- 
erate haste,

A successful reconnoisaance of the whole 


Texas coast has been made by the gunboat 
Tennessee ; also, of the mouth of the Rio 
Grande, the passes and bar, and most val- 
uable information aa to the depth of water 
has-been obtained, aa well as views of the 
rebel works and forces at Sabine Paas, 
Galveston, Brazos Biver and other points. 


During the cruise, a small blockade run- 


ner, with arms and ammunition, from Ha- 
vana,'was captured and another destroyed.

stationed in Bomo force. 


About sunset our brigade moved forward, 


and received orders to charge the fortg and 
riflo pits of the enemy, which.we did in 
good style, the 6th Maine leading, ai skir- 
mishers, and supported in line of battle by 
the 5th Wisconsin, and the rest of onr 
brigade (the 49th «nd 119th Penn., regi- 
ments,) and - by two regiment's, (the 5th 
Maine, aud 121st. New York,) of the 2d 
division. "We drovs the rebels from their 
strong position, enpturing 4 piecw of ar- 
tillery which iad been vomiting ahot and 
shell into ns as we advanced; five caisons, 
eight rebel battle flags, sixteen hundred 
greybacks, and two thousand stand of small 
arms. The enemy w»re completely routed. 
We drove them into the river, and some 
who escaped .our shot, -managed to get 
across. . Many were shot in crossing. 


The firing continued until long after 


dark. The next morning there were no 
signs of the rebels on this aide of the river, 
and about 11 o'clock we crossed, and halt- 
ed about 6 miles from Culpepper Court 
House, where we are in camp, waiting for 
the railroad to be repaired, whsn I presume 
we shall move on if the weather permits. 


Color Sergeant C. 0. Harrington, and S. 


F. Smith, who are in the color guard, and 
who belong to Co. E., planted the colors of 
our regiment on thi rebel fort. The 6th 
Maine planted the colors of their regiment 
on the fort to the left of ns. 


The following are the cainalties: The 


Gth Maine lost 130 in killed and wounded. 
They lost 13 officers out of 23. The 6th 
Wisconsin lost 63 killed and wounded. 
Col. Allen was wounded on the hand, he 
was at the head of his regimeat until 
wounded. Major Wheeler was severely 
wounded, and when last heard from, was 
failing. Capt Walker, of Co. A. was kill- 
ed. " Capt Ordway of Co. D. was killed. 
Lieuts. Entchinson, of Co. B., and Farwell, 
of Co. K. were severely wounded. Sergt. 
McDaniel, of Co. E. fell over a stump as 
we'were going up double quick, and was 
severely bruised in the stomach. He is at 
hospital. Sergt. Rayuor, slightly wounded 
with piece of shell. Corps. Newkirk and 
Weed, both wounded, not dangerously. 
Privates Wm. Stick, Roswell Beach, George 
Montgomery, N. Baker, T. Evans, J. D. 
Dysant, D. Williams, all wounded. The 
four last named are back to the company 
again having baen bnt slightly wounded, as 
also, Sergt. Raynor. Private John B. Rus- 
sell, was killed. Total; killed, 1, wounded 
11, in Co. E. 


Perhaps the following congratulatory or-

Public notice will be given by .adver- 
tisements upon the lists of names and in 
newspapers. That any parson who may 
appear before the board and claim to have 
his name stricken off the list, if he can 
ahow to the satiifnction of the board that 
he if not and could not be at the time fixed 
draft liable to military duty on account of 


FIRST — Alienage. 
SECOND — Noa-resideneo. 
THIRD — Unsnitableness of age. 
FOURTH — Manifest permanent physical 


disabilities. 


Persons who may be cognizant of any 


other persons liable to military duty whose 
names do not appaar on the enrollment 
Hat, are requested to notify the Board of 
Enrollment, who shall thereupon direct the 
enrolling officer of the aub-district in which 
the parties reside, to ascertain the facts, 
and enroll the persons so reported, if they 
a're found to be subject to enrollment. 
These may avail themselves of the privi- 
lege of appearing as specified, in paragraph 
first, if they had been originally enrolled. 


Boards of enrollment will use all dilli-

The following letter from the Provost 


Marshal General will be interesting, jnst 
now, as it decides the question whether the 
payment of $300 clears a drafted man from 
future drafts : 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1. 


To Col. Robert Nugent, A. A. Provost Mar- 


shal General, New York: 
Tne representations made by Dean Rich- 


mond and Peter Cadger in a printed cir- 
cular, dated Oct. 21th, 1863, in respect to 
tho action of tho Provost Marshal General, 
are untrue. It ia not tine that the state of 
' New York is charged with a deficiency for 


every citizen who haa paid the $300 com- 
mntatioa money, or that it received no 
credit therefor-, on the contrary, the state 
receives the aatne credit for a man who has 
E 


aid commutation, as if the drafted citizen 
ad gone in peraon, or furnished the sub- 
stitute. 
J^In like manner towns which Lave raised 
the money to pay their quotas, receive the 
same credit as if actual aubstilutea had 
been furnished. The President baa order- 
ed that every citizen who has paid the $300 
commutation, shall receive the same credit 
therefor as if he had furnished a substitute, 
and is exhonorated from the military ser- 
vice for the time for which he was drafted, 
(to-wit: for three yeara). As the misap- 
prehensions of Dean Richmond and Peter 
Cagger have been published and circulated 
for electioneering purposes, it is proper 
that you give them immediate correction.

shal General, New York:

Tne representations made by Dem Rich- 


mond and Peter Cngger in a printed cir- 
cular, dated Oct. 27th, 18G3, in respect to 
tho action of tho Provost Marshal General, 
are -untrue. It is uot true that the state of 
' New York is charged with a deficiency for

paid commutation, as if the drafted citizen 
had gone in person, or furnished the sub- 
stitute. 
£In like manner towns whhh have raised 
the money to pay their quotas, receive the 
same credit as if actual substitutes bad 
been furnished. The President has order- 
ed that every citizen who has paid the $300 
commutation, shall receive the same credit 
therefor as if he had furnished a substitute, 
and is exhonorated from tho military ser- 
vice for the time for which he was drafted, 
(to-wit:' for three years). As the misap- 
prehensions of Dean Richmond and Peter 
Cagger have been published and circulated 
for electioneering purposes, it is proper 
that you give them immediate correction.
